During the first two days of the fes¬ 
tival slie liad been conspicuous about 
the club house, welcoming visit ir.s and 
assisting here and there in the work 
of tho festival. Saturday morning 
she aiipfared as usual and seemed to 
be in In r usual health. About ten 
o’clock she was taken suddenly ill and 
was taken home. Medical aid wa.s 
.summoned but jiroved of no avail and 
the end canio within an hour, apop¬ 
lexy being the cause assigned. 

W ithin a few minutes the sad news 
was on every tongue. It seemed un¬ 
believable. The awe-struck voices 
about the club house were in strange 
contrast to the merriment and joy 
which had prevailed so recently. And 
e\'en yet the many friends and co- 
workers find it difficult to adjust their 
minds to the sad reality. 

.Mr. and .Mrs. Letteau had been resi¬ 
dents of Sierra Madre about five years, 
coming ht're to reside so m after their 
marriago. Their home on West Cen¬ 
tral .Avenue was one of the most beau¬ 
tiful in Sierra .Madre and as hospitable 
as it was attracti\e. .Mrs. Letteau 
had formerly been the wife of the late 
J. W. Hinton, prominent in Los .An- 
g(des for many \ears, and to them 
were born four children, who remain 
to mourn with the bereaved husbtind. 
They are .Airs, (leorge E. .Mlinger of 
Chicago, John Hinton of Los .Angeles, 
Fred Hinton and Eleanor Hinton, who 
live at home. 

Funeral services were held AA’ednes- 
day afternoon at the home. Rev. Dr. 
(Jeorge H. Cornell of the Church of 
the -Ascension read the simple Episco¬ 
pal service. The remains were taken 
immediately to Inglewood Cemett'ry, 
where the interment service was read. 
Mr. Charles Hall Perry played a por¬ 
tion of one of Schubert's symphonie.s. 
The pall bearers were Messrs. Jones. 
Pierce, Johnson, Lawless, Osgood and 
Carhart. The large number of friends 
and the wonderful profusion of beau¬ 
tiful floral offerings betokened some¬ 
thing of the regard in which Mrs. Let¬ 
teau was held.

How to Clean Bamboo. 

Now that bamboo furniture is used 
BO universally a suggestion about 
cleaning it may not go unnoticed. This 
cleansing .should be done with soap 
and warm water to which salt has 
been addetl. .\nd the mixture must be 
put on with a brush and then wiped 
off with clean rags until the article ia 
dry and glistens. Ordinary laundry 
soap will remove the natural gloss of 
the wood and leave it dull if salt is not 
added. 

How to Clean With Gasoline. 

If you do not want to make rings on 
material cleaned with gasoline, naph¬ 
tha or other cleansing fluids, put blot¬ 
ting paper underneath or hold the fab¬ 
ric rather tightly over a thick Turkish 
towel or foideil pads of cheesecloth or 
Other soft material. If this is neglect 
ed the dirty fluid soaks into the mate 
rial, falls to be absorbed and spreads 
badly.
